Catholic Publicity Backfires 

(E/P) .The Knights of Colum- 
bus, a Catholic organization, had 
been carrying weekly ads in an 
eastern newspaper—a common 
practice now across the nation in 
keeping with recent Catholic 
drives for converts. Suddenly gther 
articles and ads began to appear 
under such captions as: ‘“Protes- 
tants Believe in the Book,” or 
“Protestants and Purgatory,’ etc. 
The Men’s Bible Class of the Faith 
Community Church in_ Roslyn, 
Penna., had decided to do some- 
thing about the Catholic attacks 
on the Protestant doctrinal po- 
sition. The Protestant puDlic en- 
thusiastically responded to this 
ministry, but apparently Catholic 
pressure was immediately put on 
the press because the editor re- 
fused to print any .more of the 
Protestant material. Public re- 
action set in, and the men’s class 
waited on the editor of the paper, 
with the result that he also re- 
jected the Knights of Columbus 
propaganda. Christian laymen in 
other places could take the same 
procedure to counter this spurious 
Catholic information.

Questionnaire Shows 
Importance of Church 

(E/P) America’s white collar 
girls who keep the wheels of in- 
dustry turning all week still find 
time on Sundays to attend the 
church of their choice for spiritual 
and moral guidance. In a question- 
aire mailed to its feminine employ- 
ees in 150 offices from coast to 
coast, the Seaboard Finance Com- 
pany asked the following ques- 
tions: Do you go to church regu- 
larly? Do you attend church social 
functions? Their answers show a 
definite trend toward a moral and 
religious reawakening by women of 
all faiths. Of the girls polled, 58% 
attend church regularly once a 
week. However, only 33% of these 
girls attend church social func- 
tions. This would indicate that 
there is a wide field of social ac- 
tivity that it would be well for 
any church to undertake. In ad- 
dition, the girls were asked if they 
had trouble meeting young peo- 


ple. Every girl who said she at- 


tended church regularly listed this 
as “no problem.” Girls not at- 
tending church regularly listed 
meeting young people as a major 
problem and “going to church” 
as the second most popular solu- 
tion to this problem. 


Of greater significance is the 
fact that none of the married 
girls attending church regularly 
with their husbands have marital 
problems. This bears out the 
church’s advertised slogan, that 
“Families that pray together, stay 
together.”

MacArthur Thanks God for 
Remington-Rand Position 
New York, July 31-—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, former Pa- 
cific commander, today began a 
new career as chairman of Rem- 
ington Rand, Inc., 227 million dol- 
lar a year industrial corporation. 
MacArthur’s acceptance of the 
chairmanship was announced by 
James H. Rand, company presi- 
dent, who said the post had been 
offered him twice before. 
Rand said the job offer was first 
discussed in October, 1949, “but 
at that time Gen. MacArthur felt 


his duties in the far east were of | 


such importance to the nation that 
he could not accept despite his 
strong personal desire to do so.” 

The offer was repeated when 
the general returned to the United 
States from his far east command 
some 15 months ago, Rand said, 
“but at that time he was gravely 
concerned over the dangerously 
chactic conditions the country 
faced nationally and internation- 
ally.” 


His Obligation Fulfilled 

MacArthur, Rand _ = continued, 
“felt a sense of obligation to do| 
all that he could to arouse the 
people to the peril. This he at- 
tempted in a series of great ad- 
dresses thruout the country de- 
signed to point out the course of 
action he believed needed to re- 
vitalize the nation. This program 
was completed with his appear- 
ances last month in the state of 
Michigan, and his keynote address 
before the Republican national 
convention. He now feels that the 
obligation assumed upon his re- 
turn has been fulfilled to the best 
of his ability.” 

MacArthur told the gathering:

The evolutionist assumes 
that hundreds of millions of years 
ago one or more tiny, one-celled, 
living organisms appeared on the 
earth. Bacteria and amoebae are 
regarded as examples of these ear- 
Biest life-forms, which are sup- 
posed to have possessed such mar- 
vellous powers of development that

@nimal life we find around us in 
ifthe world today. 


Atheistic evolutionists see in the 
wonders of Nature no evidence of 
a Divine Creator. They believe 
that the first living cells evolved 
from sand or mud or slime. They 
look upon the glories and beauties 
of Nature and ask us to believe 
that dead matter gave birth to 
them all. 


Theistic Evolution teaches that 
Evolution is God’s method of Crea- 
tion. Theistic evolutionists believe 
that God created in the beginning 
simple forms of plant and animal 
life, such as bacteria and amoebae, 
And endowed them with the capac- 
ity to develop into men. 


Some, however, do not possess 
sufficient credulity to enable them 
to believe that all the mental, 
moral and spiritual attributes of 
man are inherent in an amoeba 
or a typhoid fever germ. These 
admit that man is a speeial crea- 
tion, but regard all other plants 
and animals as the product of 
Evolution. 

We have, then, three main 
groups of evolutionists, each hold- 
ing tenaciously a theory which, 
if true, proves the other two to 
be false.

1. The first “proof” offered is 
the existence of many different 
animals which can be arranged 
in order of increasing complexity: 
amoebae, jelly-fish, fishes, am- 
phibia, reptiles, birds, mammals 
and man. Now let us for the sake 
of clearness concentrate our at- 
tention on one section of the se- 
ries, the step from reptiles to 
birds. There are two possible ex- 
planations of the appearance of 
the first birds. One is that they 
are a special creation brought in- 
to being by a God of infinite wis- 
dom and power. This is the teach- 
ing of Genesis. The only alterna- 
tive is the evolutionary hypothesis 
that birds evolved from reptiles. 
If the Genesis record is true, we 
shall find in Nature numbers of 
reptiles multiplying “after their 
kind” and numbers of birds mul- 
tiplying “after their kind,” but 
we shall find no_ transitional | 
forms between the two groups. 
This is exactly the position as. 
Biology reveals it. And the study 
of fossils confirms the fact that 
such has always been the case 
since the first appearance of rep- 
tiles and birds. If evolution were 
true, we should of necessity have 
millions of intermediate forms, 
part reptile and part bird. The) 
fossils in the rocks would like-| 
wise contain ample evidence of 
these transitional stages.

If we had really descend- 
ed from ape-like creatures, we 
might expect to find some of the 
characteristics of these ancestors 
appearing now and then among 
human beings. But, as a matter 
of fact, no such evidence is forth- 
coming. This “proof” reminds us 
that within the last few years a 
scientist solemnly suggested that 
the present jazz craze was an evo- 
lutionary development of the 
rhythmic movements of the jelly- 
fish. 

4. The fourth “proof” presented 
is the presence of vestigial organs 


or structures. The wing-bone of 


the kiwi may be taken as an }l- 
lustration.

Over 29,000 Decisions Recorded 
In Clift Brannon Revivals 


There have been 29,234 decisions 
for Christ in Evangelist Clift 
Brannon’s revivals during the past 
three years, according to a releas- 
ed statement by Jim C. Sluss, as- 
sociate to the evangelist. There 
have been 4,722 additions to 
Southern Baptist Churches as a 
result of the 122 revivals conduct- 
ed by the noted Southern Baptist 
evangelist, Sluss said. The records 
indicate that 6,427 persons have 
made a profession of faith in 
Christ, with an additional 199 
young men and women surrender- 
ing to full-time Christian service. 
A total of 21,356 have rededicated 
their lives to Christ during the 
Brannon revivals. 

Evangelist Brannon, whose 
home is in Longview, Texas, was 
formerly Secretary and General 
Counsel for the R. G. Le Tourneau 
Corporation. He has served as 
President of the Texas Baptist

While an attorney, he appeared 
before the United States Supreme 
Court on five different occasions 
before he was 36 years of age.

Sapphira Follows Her 
Lying Husband 

Ananias had, nothing to say. 
Even as Peter spoke, he fell down 
and gave up the ghost; and those 
standing by carried out his dead 
body to prepare it for burial. 
Three hours later, Sapphira, evid- 
ently missing her husband and 
wondering about him, came. I sup- 
pose she expected everybody to 
greet her with—‘My sister, that 
waS a wonderful gift you gave, 
you and your dear husband. You 
are, doing a lot for the Lord, and 
you will get a great reward at 
the judgment seat of Christ!’”’ But 
the people are nervous and troub- 
led, eyes cast down, as she comes 
up to Peter. Peter says, “I want 
to ask you a question. “Tell me 
whether ye sold the land for so 
much?’ ” And she, taken by sur- 
prise but without a moment’s hes- 
itation, answers, “Yea, for so 
much.” And they did! Did you sell 
thesland for ‘‘so much’? Yes, for 
so much—AND 50 per cent more, 
or 100 per cent more. That is 
what some people call a white 
lie. My dear friends, there is no 
such thing as a white lie. A lie is 
as black as its father, 
Devil is the father. It was true in 
one sense. They sold it for so 
much—and so much more. 

Then Peter said unto her, “How 
is it that ye have agreed together 
to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? 


behold, the feet of them which 
have buried thy husband are at 
the door, and shall carry thee 


out.” And in a moment she drop- 
ped, smitten by the power of God. 

If the Spirit of God were work- 
ing in that way today, what a lot 
of work there would be for the 
undertakers! There would not be 
enough of them in any of our 
cities to bury those who dropped 
dead! In those early days the 
Church walked with God in holi- 
ness and righteousness. Today, a- 
las, the Church has gotten so far 
away from God, and there is so 
much. sin and hypocrisy and un- 
reality, that God (I say it rever- 
ently) does not think it worth 
while to deal with people like this, 
for the Church refuses to listen 
to His voice. Do not let us think 
of -:Ananias and Sapphira as so 
very different from other people. 
They are like many of us today. 

We are told; “And great fear 
came upon all the church, and 
upon as many as heard these 
thipgs.” Well, we too have heard 
them. God grant that great fear 
will come upon us. Fear of what? 
Fear that we shall dishonor the 
Spirit of God by pretending to be 
what we are not, by pretending to 
be genuinely devoted when we 
are full of hypocrisy and unreality. 
Oh, if the Spirit of God speaks 
to any of us and we are saying in 
our. hearts, I haven’t been genuine, 
I haven't been real—-shall we not 
face God about it today and by 
His grace put all unreality out of 
our lives and turn wholly to Him 
as the one alive from the dead?

Oh grant that each one of us 
may renew our consecration to 
God if we are conscious of unreal- 
ity and failure in the past (as I 
am sure most of us are), that we 
may say, By His grace, I want to 
be all for Christ. I want to be 
real, that.others may be reached 
by my testimony and brought to 
know my Saviour, too. 


The Power of. Separated 
Christians Wholly Given 
to God 


In the closing verses of this por- 
tion we are told of many miracul- 
ous signs wrought by the apostles 
in confirmation of the message 
given them to proclaim. We read, 
“By the hands of the apostles were 
many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were 
all with one accord in Solomon’s 
porch.)”. There was blessed unity 
and God could move in a marvel-

ous way. Of those outside, there 
was no mass effort to identify 
themselves with the Christian 
company. Men were rather filled 
with fear because of the judg- 
ment that had come upon Ananias 
and Sapphira, so people were slow 
to take a place in fellowship with 
the Christians. Would that it had 
always been so! The curse of 
Christianity today is that vast 
numbers of members of Christian 
churches have never been saved! 
Their hearts are in the world 
and they love the things of the 
world. This mixed multitude has 
always hurt the testimony of the 
Church. 


Those outside durst not join 
themselves to the Christians, but 


the people generally magnified the 
apostles as they recognized the) 
wonderful way in which God was 
working through them. So we read 
that believers, multitudes of men 
and women, were added to the| 
Lord. I called your attention to| 
the phrase “added to the Lord.’ | 
What does it mean? Well, you see, | 
a new dispensation had come in 
when all who believed in the bap-| 
tism of the Holy Spirit were join- | 
ed to the Lord Himself, and’ 
though we do not get the doctrine | 
of the one Body until God gave | 
it to the Apostle Paul, we have| 
the facts everywhere. It is im- |

The only way | 
to be added to the Lord is by be- 
coming members of His Body. 


A Christian’s Shadow Should | 
Bring Blessing 

“Insomuch that they brought 
forth the sick into the streets and 
laid them on beds and couches, | 
that at the least the shadow of | 
Peter passing by might oversha-| 
dow some of them.” This is a| 
thoroughly Oriental picture and/ 
very interesting. Even today in| 
the Orient people imagine a man’s | 
Shadow carries his influence, and) 
parents will run to draw their 
children away from the shadow of 
someone they dislike; while on the 
other hand, should some honored 
person pass by, they will endeavor 
to have the children come within 
his shadow, hoping thereby to 
bring good fortune on them. These 
Orientals were so impressed by 
the power that Peter possessed 
that, when he was passing along 
a certain street or road, they 
brought their sick into the streets, 
so that his shadow might fall upon 
them. We are not told that any- 
one was healed in that way. Their 
action shows us their appreciation 
of Peter. It is suggestive, too, be- 
cause while in the Orient it speaks 
of one’s influence, it raises the 
question: What about our influ- 
ence? Are we so walking with 
God that people like to come in 
contact with us, or is there so 
little of Christ about us, are we 
so self-centered and worldly that 
no one would think of bringing 
people within our influence to be 
blessed and helped? There is a 
shadow influence today. 

I have often told how my oldest 
son at one time had an eclipse of 
faith until one day several of us 
were invited to spend an afternoon 
with William Jennings Bryan in 
his Florida home, and I was asked 
to bring my son. During that visit, 
for two or three hours we discuss- 
ed the Word of God and exchang- 
ed thoughts on precious _ portions 
of Scripture. The young man sat 
apart and said very little, but as 
we left that place he turned to 
me and exclaimed, “Father, I have 
been a fool! I thought I couldn't 
believe the Bible, but if a man 
like that with his education and 
intelligence can believe, I am mak- 
ing a fool of myself to pretend I 
cannot accept it.” So much for 
the shadow ministry of William 
Jennings Bryan. I wonder if we 
know anything of the shadow min- 
istry. As people come in contact 
with us, even if we do not utter a 
word, is there something about 
us that makes them say, “The 
more I see of that person the more 
I want to know God’’? I think that 
is what this beautiful picture here 
suggests.

sufferings were finished. Thirty- 
three years before He had left 
Heaven's glory to dwell upon the 
earth, born in poverty and ob- 
scurity; reared in a despised prov- 
ince of Galilee, and an even more 
despised city of Nazareth, He lived 
on earth less than half the normal 
span of human life. During that 
time He was criticized, threatened, 
misunderstood, despised, rejected, 
and opposed, until at last He was 
rudely captured in a garden where 
He had gone to pray, bound like 
a criminal, led to the judgment 
hall, beaten, spit upon, slapped 
and abused, and condemned to die. 
He is led away to be crucified as 
a thief and a murderer. Cruel 
nails are driven through His hands 
and feet, a crown of thorns on 
His head. His back bruised and 
shredded as they hang Him be- 
tween two malefactors to die. 
While we hear never a complaint 
concerning His physical suffering 
it must have been excruciating 
and acute. I believe that Christ 
suffered in His body like no man 
ever did or could suffer. His was 
a sinless body, a holy body, that 
had never known the numbing 
effects of sin. And now after six 
long hours on the cruel cross, He 
cried out, “IT IS FINISHED.” 
Yes, His suffering was_ finished 


once and for all. 


Prophecy Was Finished 


The second thing which was fin- 
ished was the prophetic fulfill- 
ment concerning His humiliation 
and suffering at His first advent.

in Genesis 3, where God had pro- 
phesied that the Saviour in His 
conflict with the serpent would 
have His heel bruised, throughout 
all the books of Moses and the 
prophets there were predictions 
concerning the coming of the Son 
of God.

By artificial selection remark- 
able variations can be obtained. 
Fantail and pouter pigeons, and 
other varieties have thus 
been produced. But they are still 
pigeons. They never evolve into 
eagles or into canaries. Nor do 
they cease to lay eggs; they never 
into mammals. Moreover, 
when the directing care of man 
is withdrawn they quickly re- 
vert to the original type, the blue 
pigeon of the woods. The facts 
of selection, natural and artificial, 
furnish no shred of evidence for 
evolution. They confirm the truth 
of Genesis that every living thing 
multiplies “after its kind,” 

Let no one assume, however, 
that we believe in the infallibility 
of the present classification of 
“species.” Far from it. Lt.-Col. 
Davies says:— 

The dog may...be descended 
from the wolf, and both may 
have a common origin with the 
jackal and the fox. The whole 
cat tribe—from our domestic 
pet to the lion and the tiger 

may also have both a recent 
and a common origin. The only 
effect of such admissions would 
be not to destroy the credit of 

Scripture, but to reduce the 

number of animals that Noah 

would have to take into the 
ark.

‘known as Hoanthropus Dawsoni 


(i.e., the dawn-man discovered by 
Dawson). This “missing link,” or 
ape-man, has been reconstructed 
by Dr. Smith Woodward from 
several small pieces of skull and 
half a lower jaw-bone found in a 
gravel pit in Sussex. The pieces 
were found at different times 
about the year 1912. The portions 
of skull present the character- 
istics of a human skull. The piece 
of jaw-bone is probably that of 
an ape. Prof. Hrdlicka, in the 
Smithsonian Report for 1913, 
said:— 

The most important develop- 
ment in the study of the Pilt- 
down remains is the recent 
well-documented objection by 
Prof. Gerrit S. Miller, of the 
United States National Mu- 
seum, to the classing together 
of the lower jaw and the Ca- 
nine with the cranium. Accord- 
ing to Miller, who had ample 
anthropoid, as well as human 
material for comparison, the 
jaw and tooth belong to a fossil 
chimpanzee (Quoted by McCann 
in God or Gorilla, p. 8). 

The Piltdown fragments were 
exhaustively considered by British 
scientists upon the first report 


‘turers to declare that no eminent |

| Situation? It is really quite simple. 
| When a scientist declares him- 
self against evolution, then the 
evolutionists take the offender's
